Stooped and bent with the arduous years of a long full 
life, legs a bit unsteady, hairs turned grey and white with 
the years, the Men of Meade are happy in their familiar sur­ 
roundings; happv in the thought that the world still recog­ 
nizes their deeds and achievements as actions befitting heroes 
and only heroes. 
In contrast with the mighty army of nearly a hundred 
thousand men in Blue who participated in the battle here in 
186.1 the remnant is but a handful.
